cases well enough not to re­ 
quire all the facilities of a 
hospital b ut not well enough 
to b e transferred to a nursing 
home. 
The County Board agreed to 
pay up to $ 2,000 to help the 
hospital finance a study of 
the proper size and cost of 
t he proposed facility b y a 
University of Minnesota hos­ 
pital consulting firm, James 
A. Hamilton & Associates. 
The Board’s action followed 
a recommendation b y t he 
County M e d i c a l Advisory 
Committee that a convales­ 
cent c a r e facility b e con­ 
structed. 
The committee had studied 
b ut turned down proposals to 
house the assistance patients 
in some existing facility or 
to consider contracting the 
care of these patients to some 
private charitilb le organiza­ 
tion. 
County health officials have

Fur­ 
therm ore, it would be a w a ste of m oney for 
the county to attem pt to secure this tech ­ 
nical com petence in any wa y w ha tsoever. 
The city a lso has the pliysfea! setup nec­ 


essa ry to ca rry on any m a jor recrea tiona l 
devehipm ent. After a project such a s Liene- 
m a nn’s w ere developed, it Would ha ve to 
be m a inta ined. It would be useless diipli- 
ra tion for the county to build up a m a in­ 
tena nce orga niza tion sepa ra te from I h e 
city’s.

Thirty-two Leaving Congress 


Thirty-two m em bers of Congress have de­ 


cla red their intention to retire at the finish 
of their term s this yea r. 3’hat is an unusual­ 


ly la rge num ber, and it becom es m ore in­ 
teresting when it is lea rned that only 11 of 
them a re quitting .so that they can try their 
luck in other polrtieal fields. ’Flu* la tter 
group includes Senator 
Knowland. 
vv li o 
wishes to becom e governor of California, 
and Rep. J a m es D cvera ux, hero of Wake 
Isla nd, who has his eye on the M aryland 
governorship. 
Of those who are quitting entirely, nine­ 
teen arc venera ble Itepublica ns. Only one 
is a D em ocra t. W ashington new sm en who 
ha ve probed this hea vy Republica n exodus 
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a ttribute it in part to two things H i the 
})oor prospects (or Republica ns running this 
yea r and (2) the ta xing problem s of la w m a k­ 
ing in a world whose com plexities are ex- 
hau.stive. 
There is, of cour.se, a third and important 
fa ctor. There a re pensions now for la w­ 
m a kers of 10 or m ore yea rs of service. The 
m inim um pension is $5,000 a yea r with $500 
additions for ea ch further yea r to a m a xi­ 
mum of $18.1KK) for 26 yea rs of .service. Un­ 
less a congressm a n wa s wea lthy when he 
entefed public .service it is to be expected 
that his m a ny yea rs in office would unfit 
him for substa ntia l ea rnings, or perha ps 
even a dequa te ea rnings, and a yea rning for 
retirem ent in the a bsence of a pension sy s­ 
tem would ha ve to be stifled. 
In any event the piihlie will rega rd this 
current grea t exodus with m ixed feelings. It 
w ill rem a in in a ipiandarv whether the 
tra de for younger and more vigorous rep­ 
resenta tives wilt be an a dequa te offset for 
the wisdom that yea rs bring. 
And to tlu* Republican pa rty its hea vy 
losses only add further to its election bur­ 
dens. 


No Simple Problem 


In som e insta nces the dem a nd for en­ 
la rgem ent of schools of higher educa tion 
is well based. But it is becom ing evident 
that there is more to the problem of a d­ 
va nced educa tion than a broad progra m of 
plant enla rgem ent. A survey of the 9 7 0 
a ccredited four yea r colleges in the United 
Sta tes show tha t not more than 7 5 per cent 
of them will rea ch the limit on num ber of 
students next fa ll. Either we are not dis­ 
tributing our students evenly enough or we 
ha ve built fa cilities of Uie wrong Kind in 
the wrong pla ces.

House Building 
Faces 30-Day 
Stall-Capehart 


Washingto n 
~ The Fed­ 
eral Ho using Administratio n 
shut do wn its ho me lo an in­ 
surance business because it 
has run o ut o f autho rity to 
insure ho using lo ans —until 
Co ngress acts to increase it. 
At abo ut the 
same time 
FHA Co mmissio ner No rman 
Maso n anno unced this, Sen. 
Ho mer E. Capehart (R-lnd) 
to ld the Senate that unless 
Co ngress v o tes mo re autho r­ 
ity quickly the ho me building 
industry faces a 3 0-day shut- 
■-^do wn. 
“ So mebo dy is play ing po li­ 
tics in this,” Capehart sho ut­ 
ed o n the Senate flo o r. He 
said he and Sen. Jo hn Spark­ 
man (D-Ala) had tried unsuc­ 
cessfully last week and this 
week to get a Senate v o te o n 
a 4 billio n do llar Increase fo r 
FHA. 
Capehart directed his re­ 
marks at Demo cratic leader 
Ly ndo n B. Jo hnso n o f Tex as. 
Jo hnso n and the-Demo cratlc 
Po licy Co mmittee co ntro l leg­ 
islatio n co ming befo re t h e 
Senate. 
General Bill 
Jo hnso n quietly replied that 
the FHA increase wo uld be 
co nsidered alo ng with a gen­ 
eral ho using bill which will 
reach the Senate sho rtly . 
“ Yo u can understand who 
is play ing po litics in this,” 
Jo hnso n to ld Capehart. 
The Senate was nearing a 
v o te o n a bill to ex tend jo b­ 
less pay benefits and Cape­ 
hart declared: 
“ We are asked to pass a 
bill to pay peo ple who hav e 
no jo bs and y et we do no th­ 
ing o n a bill that wo uld help 
peo ple keep their jo bs.” 
Separate 
Capehart po inted o ut that 
the Senate Banking Co mmit­ 
tee had unanimo usly appro v ed 
the 4 billio ns 
o f 
additio nal 
FHA insurance May 1 9 as sep­ 
aratee legislatio n. 
If this is tied up to o mni­ 
bus ho using legislatio n, Cape­ 
hart said it may be delay ed 
fo r 3 0 day s o r lo nger. 
“ There is no ex cuse in the 
wo rld fo r no t acting o n this,” 
he co ntinued.” No o ne o ppo ses 
it.” 
Capehart said the o mnibus 
ho using bill 
co ntains 
mo re 
than 8 0 pages and many co n­ 
tro v ersial features. 
Maso n said he wired the 
agency ’s 7 5 field o ffices to dis­ 
co ntinue 
making 
co mmit­ 
ments to insure mo rtgages.

New Police Department Changes To ^Define Functions, Responsibilities'

The 2>div ision plan for the 
lincoln 
Police 
Department 
was designed for *‘clearly de­ 
fined fu nctions and responsi­ 
b ilities” and for “greater su ­ 
perv isory control.” 
This was stressed b y the 
Traffic Div ision of the Inter­ 
national Association of Chiefs 
Police for the recommended 
plan which goes into effect 
nex t Monday . 
The lACP said the new plan 
has: 
1. Clear definition of line 
and staff fu nctions and proper 
placement. 
2. Definite lines of au thority 
and strategic placement of 
commanding and su perv isory 
officers. 
3. Administrativ e 
control 
within work ab le limits. 
The department is div ided 
Into 2 major div isions each 
headed b y an assistant chief. 
Field Serv ices 
Operations Div ision with the 
patrol and criminal inv estiga­ 
tion b u reau s each headed b y 


a captain, is responsib le for 
all field serv ices. 
The patrol b u reau handles 
all traffic enforcement and in­ 
v estigations, 
patrol 
control 
and general prev entiv e pa­ 
trolling, while the ^criminal 
inv estigation b u reau 
is re­ 
sponsib le 
for 
all 
criminal 
inv estigations, ju v enile work , 
and special inv estigations. 
Responsib ility for “prov ld 
ing staff serv ices essentia 
to the efficient operations o 
the field forces” is centered 
in the Serv ices Div ision, whic 
is div ided into 4 major b u 
reau s. 
Two other b u reau s we 
also placed in this div ision, 
b u t the lACP has recommend­ 
ed that traffic engineering b e 
transferred u ltimately to the 
Department of F*u b lic Work s 
and the park ing v iolations b u 
reau b e placed u nder t h 
Mu nicipal Cou rt.

The Cou ncil has ok ay ed 5 
additional men to the present 
95 officers and 4 meter maids 
b y Sept 1. It has indicated 
the salary scale will b e con­ 
sidered in the 1958-59 b u dget.
